porters the U. S. National Sale held last week at 

Waukesha and Watertown, Wis., proved beyond a 
doubt that Holstein prices have returned a long way. 
The managers of this sale sold 312 head in four days for 
a total of $122,215, which gave the sale a grand total 
average of $391.84. Certainly that is an average to be 
proud of. 

A few animals sold below $200. The top price was 
$7,109 for the grand champion of this year’s National 
Dairy Show and 16 animals sold for $1,000 or more while 
51 brought $500 or more. 

Prices for bulls ruled very satisfactory, 56 males being 
sold for an average of $684.00. It was also noticeable 
that despite the emphasis upon type, buyers preferred 
when they were paying good money to see a strong array 
of record backing. Several animals in the sale that 
brought important money would have easily doubled the 
price they commanded in this sale had the dams back of 
them had adequate records.

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The Eradication of Tuberculosis 
The Relation of Public Health to Tuberculosis in Livestock

wide almost—in tuberculin testing and tubercu- 

losis eradication. We wonder if it does not begin 
to be possible to see the end of bovine tuberculosis in the 
United States. But while tuberculosis eradication is 
growing rapidly, it is not mushroom in character. It 
started a generation ago it sprouted slowly; its roots grew 
deep; for a long time the plant had but a small stalk, 
a few leaves and almost no seed. Because it started slowly 
and rooted deeply, it now has knowledge, intelligence, 
matured judgment, experience and firm conviction behind 
it. 

Most people know the tuberculosis eradication argu- 
ments pro and con—farmers, dairymen, milkmen, mer- 
chants, consumers, legislators, veterinarians and health 
officers. The reasons for tuberculosis control through tu- 
berculin testing of cows falls into two groups. The first: 
the menace to livestock and the ultimate increased cost 
of milk production. The second: the menace to human 
health, 

The first has been presented to this conference by 
representatives of the U. S. Bureau of Animal Industry; 
representatives of Rhode Island, Maryland, New Hamp- 
shire, New York, Vermont, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, 
Maine, Connecticut, New Jersey and Indiana; Professor 
Smith and other able men. I could not hope to add to 
these presentations. They have shown how this infection 
menaces all livestock and how stupendously expensive it 
is. 

The second has been ably presented by Drs. Klein, 
Raw, Corwin, Utter and Kenney. My authority for speak- 
ing to you in support of what they have said lies in the 
fact that in 1908 my city, Chicago, passed a tuberculin- 
testing-pasteurization-ordinance and that, in consequence, 
we have more than sixteen years’ experience, some of 
which I participated in. I will tell you of that experience, 
as well as some of the experiences of other places. 

The Chicago ordinance of 1908 precipitated a bitter 
fight. In consequence we have been more or less in the 
center of the struggle since. Professor Smith has told 
you of how the fight goes. I will add something in sup- 
port of what he told you. 

When Koch discovered the tubercle bacillus in 1882, the 
oneness of tuberculosis in man and animals was accepted 
as a matter of course. In 1892 Smith announced that the 
bovine tubercle bacillus differed from the human tubercle 
bacillus. But the significance of the discovery did not 
seem to register generally, It was the paper by Koch 
before the London International Tuberculosis Congress 
which made general the notion of the duality of human 
and bovine tuberculosis. Presently, I will direct your 
attention to the two grounds for the position taken by 
Koch and the fact that neither of his two fundamental 
points have withstood the test of time, although health 
authorities are still greatly under the influence of his 
position. 

The notion that there were two varieties of tuberculosis 
and two kinds of tubercle bacilli having been accepted, 
there grew up a further cluster of varieties claiming sci- 
entific and practical acceptance. We heard of avian tuber- 
culosis, reptilian tuberculosis and turtle tuberculosis, and 
claims that each germ had a fairly definite separate bacil- 
lus. Then came the tribe of new fast bacteria existing 
outside the bodies of animals and supposedly variants of 
the tubercle bacillus. Lastly, came the theory which I 
will call the Brownlee theory that the human bacillus was 
divisible into sub-species, some causing tuberculosis in 
the young, others causing the disease in older people; that 
these varieties were separate serologically as well as 
chemically. We found ourselves with almost fifty-seven 
varieties of tuberculosis and with almost fifty-seven vari- 
eties of the tubercle bacilli. In theory, a man susceptible 
to one variety need —have no fear of the other fifty-six. 

Harking back to simplicity, the recent work by Tulloch 
(Tubercle 1925), and similar work by others, has proven 


W E ARE impressed with the rapid progress—nation- 


that Brownlee’s classification of human tubercle bacilli 
will not hold up serologically, and probably chemically he 
has had no considerable confirmation. The acid fast 
saprophytic bacilli are not now generally regarded as vari- 
ants of the tubercle bacillus. The trend of opinion is 
away from the notion of the separateness of reptilian and 
turtle tuberculosis. Nothing remains but avian tubercu- 
losis, bovine tuberculosis and human tuberculosis, and 
their three types of tubercle bacilli. There is even here 
and there an effort to prove that neither the human nor 
the bovine bacilli differ basically from the avian. The 
Leipzig School is said to believe in the rather ready trans- 
mutation back and forth as between the human and the 
bovine tubercle bacilli. There is now and then, and al- 
way has been, disagreement and even confusion as to 
just how much division there is, just when the line is to 
be drawn between the harmless and the harmful kinds, 
from the human standpoint. 

Koch’s conclusion that the bovine bacillus was harm- 
less to man was based on two premises, One, now rarely 
referred to, he especially stressed. He contended that the 
tubercle bacillus always caused a local reaction or tubercle 
at the point where it entered the tissues. Bovine tuber- 
culosis in the human subject was due to drinking or eat- 
ing food containing tubercle bacilli. Therefore, there was, 
or should always be, tubercles, or ulcers, in the intestinal 
wall in bovine infections of the human. Actually, there 
were but few cases of intestinal tuberculosis. Therefore, 
infection of the human by bovine bacilli was infrequent 
and of little consequence. 

Nothing has been better established chemically than 
that the tubercle bacillus does not usually cause a tu- 
bercle at the point where it enters the tissues. This is 
so well established that the literature need not even be 
cited. Therefore, Koch’s major premise fell to the ground. 

His second point was that the bovine tubercle bacillus 
differed essentially from the human and the bovine bacil- 
lus was rarely found in human beings. The scientific 
demonstration that the bovine bacillus was responsible for 
some human tuberculosis was made by both the Prussian 
and British Royal Commissions and by Park and Krum- 
weede, by Ravenal and others in this country and abroad. 
Since the report by Ravenal, which was read at the same 
meeting to which Koch reported, many reports of investi- 
gations have been made. None agree with the Koch re- 
port, though all were influenced by it. 

In all the controversial literature which was excited by 
Koch’s paper, I know of no better statement than that of 
Schroeder. It is that the bovine tubercle bacillus is the 
main stem of the family of tubercle bacilli; that the 
human tubercle bacillus is an offshoot from it and so is 
the avian bacillus; both of these are dead ends; neither 
can be transformed into bovine bacilli but, on the other 
hand, the bovine bacilli can be induced to lead off into 
the other strains. He held that swine tuberculosis was 
almost always due to the bovine tuberculosis, 

As to this last statement, Van Ess and Martin (Ne- 
braska Agricultural Experiment Station Research Bulletin 
No. 30, Feb. 1925) disagree, claiming that at least half 
of the tuberculosis in hogs is due to the avian bacillus. 
They say: “In the eradication and control of swine tuber- 
culosis, success can only then be attained when the two 
chief fountain heads of infection, namely, the tuberculous 
cattle herd and the tuberculous poultry flock be regarded 
as equally important.” 

In the control of human tuberculosis a fair part of the 
campaign is based upon the presumed qualities of the 
bacillus itself. To my mind, the tendency has been to 
assume that far too much has been proven as to the 
separateness of the three varieties of tubercle bacilli. The 
facts are not yet known. There is a periodical outcrop- 
ping of claims for new variants. On the other hand, 
periodically, these claims are refuted. 

The Leipzig School is said to think that bovine bacilli 
ean be transformed into human bacilli. Another group 
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contend that the bovine bacillus is not of importance to 
human health. Some day we may have enough infor- 
mation to justify us in fighting one form of tubercle bacilli 
and in leaving the gates wide open to other forms. But 
not now. I cannot see how any general planning a cam- 
paign against human consumption could justify himself in 
not striking at the tubercle bacillus in all its forms, in 
whatever animal it is found, wherever it is encountered, 
at the same time he plans to do all other things which 
should enter into his campaign. 


There is no difficulty in getting opinions that the bo- 
vine tubercle bacillus is of direct importance in human 
tuberculosis, Griffith (Vet. Jour. 1925), told the British 
National Milk Conference in 1922: “Bovine tubercle bacilli 
play a part in the causation of all the clinical types of 
human tuberculosis and can produce lesions of tubercu- 
losis in every organ and gland in man indistinguishable 
from tuberculosis of human origin.” 

A small dose of bovine bacilli may set up serious and 
fatal tuberculosis in a susceptible human. In the present 
state of our milk supply the bovine bacillus causes a con- 
siderable amount of preventable human disease and loss 
of life. J. W. Brittlebank (Vet. Jour. 1925) says: “The ac- 
cepted fact is that tuberculosis of bovines is transmissable 
to humans.” Sir Berkely Monahan (Vet. Jour. 1925) says: 
“It is a matter of common knowledge among us that all 
forms of surgical tuberculosis are due to infected milk.” 
Wood (British Jour. Tuberculosis 1925) estimates the 
danger from bovine tuberculosis in humans of age group 
one to four years as twenty-five deaths per 100,000 per- 
sons. Note this reference is to fatal tuberculosis and 
does not include non-fatal forms. Wood further says: 
“The Danish scheme for the control of human tuberculosis 
comprises on the one side generous provision of sanitaria, 
hospitals and dispensaries combined with education pro- 
paganda and, on the other side, a thorough veterinary su- 
pervision of the milk supply. The results have been the 
following reductions in the tuberculosis (all forms) rate 
per 1,000 population, by five-year periods: 

2.8 in 1890-94 1.5 in 1910-14 1.01 in 1922 
giving Denmark the lowest all tuberculosis rate of any 
European country.” 

I offer the following: 

1. Tuberculosis, whether in man or animal, whether 
in one organ or another, is basically one disease. 

2. The tubercle bacillus is subject to changes, some 
transient and some well fixed, but in spite of this it is 
basically one bacillus. 

3. The bacillus cannot propagate itself or perpetuate 
itself outside the bodies of animals. 

4. If there were no tuberculosis in animals 
would be no tuberculosis and no tubercle bacilli. 

5. So long as there is tuberculosis in any form in 
animals, tuberculosis is being kept alive. 

6. The bovine forms of tuberculosis are important 
in human tuberculosis because: (a) some humans have 
bovine tuberculosis due to bovine bacilli, and (b) they 
serve to propagate and perpetuate the stream of tubercle 
bacilli. 

7. A comprehensive plan against tuberculosis em- 
braces control of the annual hosts of tuberculosis, the 
tubercle bacillis.

Remedies 

Among the remedies there are three majors and many 
minors, I speak now of remedies for that part of the 
problem of human tuberculosis due to bovine tuberculosis. 
The majors are: vaccination, pasteurization and tuberculin 
testing and eradication. , 

Vaccination. This method had always had its advo- 
cates. Pearson and Gilliland were two of the earliest. It 
is being revised now with renewed promises of success 
by Calmette, Guerin, Raw and others. (Vet. Jour. April 
1925). 

It is too early for evaluation of these newer methods 
of vaccination. There are those who argue that bovine 
tuberculosis protects against tuberculosis in adult life. 
Those who hold this opinion say there will be an increase 
in human tuberculosis if bovine tuberculosis be eradicated. 
Lichtenste in (Actu Pedriatrea, 1924) does not think so, 
I take it, since he says that in Sweden wherever there 
is much infantile tuberculosis, there is also much adult 
tuberculosis and vice versa. 

It is not in accord with Krause and other Americans 
who hold that adult tuberculosis is due to the active de- 
velopment of tuberculosis which has been dormant since 
childhood. 

Neufeld holds—that in areas where the human popu- 
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lation is dense and the infection with human bacilli is 
intense, human beings are immune to bovine bacilli. But 
in areas where the people are not saturated with human 
bacilli they are susceptible to bovine bacilli, 

In these opinions one can find backing for or against 
vaccination, or for or against other notions for immunity. 
If using the products of tuberculosis animals for food be 
a means of obtaining immunity to tuberculosis, it is, at 
best, an uncontrolled, unscientific, haphazard, hit-or-miss 
vaccination. I am for vaccination against tuberculosis of 
cattle and even of humans against tuberculosis as soon 
as the method is proven and can be scientifically, or even 
intelligently controlled. Who is willing to depend on this 
unscientific, uncontrolled, hit-or-migs method advocated by 
those who speak for drinking raw milk from tuberculous 
cows? 

I am against it. So are you. It is nothing but specu- 
lation and the practice is dangerous and not to be in- 
dulged in either purposely or by a policy of “laisser 
faire.” Let us do all we can to foster and promote scien- 
tific, controlled vaccination in its experimental stage and 
when it is proven, to secure its adoption. But even if it 
proves to be all that is claimed for it, no man can say 
when it will, or that it ever will do away with the neces- 
sity for tuberculin testing and herd and area accrediting. 

Pasteurization. In 1908 Chicago adopted the first com- 
pulsory pasteurization ordinance administered in America. 
This ordinance permitted choice between tuberculin test- 
ing and pasteurization. Since then scores, if not hundreds 
of other cities, and a few states have passed laws along 
the same general lines. The United States Public Health 
Service has issued a bulletin which shows how general the 
plan has become and which analyzes the situation in 
several of its aspects. (See also Hircock and Jordon, 13 
Report, International Association of Dairy and Milk Insp., 
1924). 

The Chicago plan made good, In advocating it in 1908 
certain promises were made. Among them were: 

A. Saving life and decreasing illness. It would re- 
duce 

1. The general death rate. 

2. The death rate from the summer diarrhoeas of 
infants. 

3. The general tuberculosis rates. 

4. The tuberculosis death rate of children. 

5. The morbidity rate due to bone, gland and joint 
tuberculosis. 

6. The mortality rates from septic sore throats, scar- 
let fever and diphtheria. 

7. The typhoid rates. 

8. It would end milk borne epidemics of disease. 

B. It would promote the security, stability and the 
prosperity of the milk business by: 

Eliminating hazards due to milk borne disease. 
Creating confidence in milk. 

Promoting the use of milk. 

Stabilizing the business and putting it on some- 
what the same basis that other business is on. 

5. By holding the price down to a level where there 
was a secure profit and where the people could afford to 
use the product. 

It would promote: 

Farm inspection, 

Tuberculin testing. 

Inspection and control of milk plants. 
Laboratory control of milk. 

D. It would not harm the chemical quality of the 
milk as to: Fats, proteins, carbohydrates, salts, and as 
to what was then called ferments (what we now call vita- 
mines)—in so far as we refer to the important ferments. 

The opponents of this ordinance made a considerable 
number of assertions and predictions. Most of them were 
denials of the promises made for pasteurization though 
some of them went definitely beyond the field of negation. 
All kinds of disaster to the producer, the dealer, the in- 
dustry, to low cost of the product, the nutrition of the 
user, and his state of health were vociferously and at 
times wildly and profanely prophesied. 

For nearly seventeen years I have watched the results 
of this ordinance, and of similar laws elsewhere. With 
few relatively unimportant exceptions, every one of the 
promises and predictions made by those who favored the 
ordinance have been verified. Conversely, every predic- 
tion of importance made by its opponents, has failed to 
materialize. 

The law is popular with everybody.

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Lessons from the Fall Sales 


the Holstein market is piling up. The results of the 

U. S. National Sale in Wisconsin last week, reported 
in full in this issue, are most encouraging. One of the 
strongest testimontials to the satisfactory range of prices 
in this sale was the fact that in the audience were a 
considerable number of dealers who were expecting to 
find good picking toward the close of the sale, but who 
were able to get scarcely a single animal within the limit 
they had set as profitable to buy for speculative re-sale. 
The capacity of the accommodations was taxed, particu- 
larly at Watertown, where even standing room was at a 
premium much of the time, and this interest was well 
sustained throughout and right up to the close of the last 
day’s selling. We would estimate that this sale demon- 
strated an improvement in Holstein prices of from twenty- 
five to forty per cent over the scale of prices the same 
quality of animals would have commanded in a similar 
sale even eighteen months ago. 

In advertising this salé, emphasis was laid upon type, 
but in spite of that fact the outstanding observation from 
the sale results concerned the value of testing. Here, as 
elsewhere, type was essential and the few off-type indi- 
viduals in the sale went begging for buyers regardless of 
their records, but the sale demonstrated strikingly the 
fact that proven production is necessary along with type if 
real money is to be paid. 

Many breeders present were disappointed that the Na- 
tional grand champion, Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, 
did not sell for a larger price, although $7,100 cannot be 
considered as a mean appraisal. This bull had a 30-lb. 
dam, but no long distance record backing close up and 
a number of breeders told us they would have been in- 
terested in this bull at twice the figure paid for him if 
there had been more long-time proven production in the 
pedigree. The real answer, of course, will come in the 
merit of the animals he sires. 

Take, also, the case of the two yearling bulls from the 
Billiwhack herd. Both were first prize winners at the 
National, one of them being junior champion. Both were 
from untested dams and with no records at all on the 
bottom side of their pedigree. They were each sold at 
$625. With good record backing, bulls of that type would 
easily have commanded three times the figure set on this 
pair. 

These instances and others of less striking nature that 
could be cited suggest that the time is now opportune for 
breeders to resume active testing programs. They sug- 
gest further that breeders in resuming their testing should 
use more discrimination than was formerly the case in 
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selecting the animals to be tested. This sale, and every 
sale, is demonstrating beyond a doubt that there is little 
use in putting time and effort and money into the testing 
of inferior individuals. It costs money to test, but good 
records on the right type of individuals are paying big 
dividends right now and it is our belief that they wil] 
continue to do so because the future progress of the breed 
lies along this two-fold direction of type and production. 
Type without proven production today will outsell proven 
production without type, but the richest rewards will go 
to those breeders who are successful in combining the 
two. 


The National Association is to be commended for the 
effort it has recently put forth to influence breeders to 
do an increased amount of Advanced Registry testing. We 
believe it would be desirable for the Association to con- 
tinue its effort with perhaps the added thought of urging 
breeders to test only their good individuals, 


Don’t Over-crowd the Market 


FTER observing the sales of the fall season, we fee] 
A it is timely to give a word of warning against over- 

crowding the market. We have gone through a de- 
pressing time and now that prices are definitely better and 
the demand for good animals seems more dependable, 
there is a temptation to over-do the sale business. We 
know of no more certain way to depress any market than 
to put too much selling pressure upon it. Especially is 
this true of a market like that for Holstein cattle, because 
when too many sales are attempted the quality of the 
offerings is sure to suffer, thus bringing in that additional 
depressing factor. 


While from the standpoint of immediate advertising 
revenue, the two big sales held this fall in October and 
November have added materially to the business of the 
year, we from our own standpoint, must take the long 
view that whatever is good for the industry is good for 
us, and that the converse of this proposition is true like- 
wise. 

Now we take no part in the controversy with respect 
to the priority of rights for a big national fall sale in 
Wisconsin. We merely assert that either of these sales 
would have been more successful from the standpoint 
not only of the sale managers and consignors but of the 
industry as a whole if the other had not existed. Partly 
because of the number of cattle thrown onto the market 
within such a short space and partly because the efforts 
of each management made it more difficult for the other 
to fill the sale numbers with animals of the right class, we 
make this assertion. In both sales, there were animals of 
a quality not measuring up to the announced standards 
and while no sale of such size could be made up entirely 
of headliners the fact that the available territory was 
scoured so closely apparently made it necessary to include 
some that did not really belong. Another result was in- 
creased inspection expense, but perhaps most important 
was the development of ‘a feeling of discord that the in- 
dustry would be better off without. 


Now it is certain that no one man or organization can 


-hope to hold a monopoly of the high class public sale 


business. The National Meeting Sale in June is a fixture 
of long standing and must be supported generously. Brent- 
wood is likewise an established institution that deserves 
better support both in cattle and buyers than last spring’s 
event received. We do not know what Mr. Davidson’s 
plans are for 1927. The fact that both these sales are lo- 
cated near the Atlantic seaboard should leave a better 
opportunity than usual for a real quality consignment 
sale in Wisconsin or elsewhere in the Middle West, We 
sincerely hope, however, that only one such sale of large 
proportions will be attempted for the middle western terri- 
tory, and we hope further that whatever organization at- 
tempts the promotion of such a sale will be given a clear 
field without competition for the same market. Whatever 
organization holds such a sale in the spring should be 
willing to subordinate personal interests to the general 
welfare and step aside in the fall for someone else. 


We do not think it is too much to expect of the active 
sale promoters a degree of cooperation in arranging a 
schedule for 1927 that will be adequate for the market 
needs of our breeders without being over-done. That is 
of greater importance than the personal interests of any 
individual or group and certainly the industry is not ask- 
ing too much in return for its support when it asks that.

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anti-scorbutic vitamin of good, fresh, pure milk, but so 
does age of milk, handling, shipping, warming, staling and 
change in the food of the cow. This is the nearest that 
any of the predictions and claims of the opponents of this 
law come to being verified. 

I wish to tell you especially of the effect of this ordi- 
nance on bone, joint and glandular tuberculosis in Chicago, 
and of a similar law in New York. The Chicago law 
became operative in 1909. It was amended, to its detri- 
ment, in 1912. In 1916, Dr. J. D. Robertson greatly 
strengthened it. In 1924 the Community Trust made a 
survey of crippled children in Chicago for the Visiting 
Nurses’ Association and the Rotary Club (Crippled Chil- 
dren of Chicago, Chicago Community Trust, 1925). I quote 
the following from that report: 

“Only seven per cent of the cripples were crippled by 
tuberculosis.” 

“Due to the pasteurization of milk, better supervision 
of food, better living conditions, and the extensive pub- 
licity against tuberculosis, tuberculous bone cases have 
decreased. The percentage of tubercular bone students at 
the Spalding School has decreased from 33 1-3 in 1918 to 
17 in 1923-24. The tubercular bone cases treated at the 
Home for Destitute Crippled Children have decreased 
one-third in the last three years.” 

As indicating the general experience of the orthopedic 
surgeons, Dr. Charles Davison, Surgeon at Cook County 
Hospital, says: “We do not have old fashioned bone and 
joint tuberculosis any more. The cases are few.” About 
ten years ago Dr. Walter Metcalf, author of a book on 
glandular tuberculosis, conducted a clinic for glandular 
tuberculosis at the University of Illinois Medical School. 
He would then have some fifteen cases of glandular tuber- 
culosis at each clinic period. He told me, within a week, 
that he rarely sees a case now. 

The New York law, drawn on lines similar to the 
Chicago Ordinance, became operative in 1914. In 1922 
the New York City Health Department made a survey of 
cripples under Dr. Lorenz’ direction. I quote from their 
report (Monthly Bulletin, New York City Health Depart- 
ment, May, 1922): “During the course of his examina- 
tions Dr. Lorenz frequently expressed surprise at the com- 
parative infrequency of tuberculosis* of bone and joints. 
These conditions are far more frequent in countries where 
pasteurization of the milk supply is not so rigidly en- 
forced. In certain parts of Scotland, where tuberculous 
diseases of cows is common, where boiling milk is not 
the custom and where the tuberculin test is not applied 
to eliminate bovine tuberculosis, the severity of bone, 
joint and gland tuberculosis is astounding. The records of 
the tuberculosis cases in this clinic constitutes a tribute 
to the protection exercised over the milk supply of this 
city.” Such cases of bone and gland tuberculosis as were 
found were in persons who contracted the disease prior 
to 1914. 

Lichtenstein (Acta Pedratrica, 1924, Vol III) made a 
study of the relation of the bovine tuberculosis rates to 
the human tuberculosis rates in different parts of Sweden. 
This appeared to show that there was an inverse relation- 
ship between all tuberculosis in children 1 to 4, and in 
infants under 1 on the one hand, and in bovine tubercu- 
losis on the other. He also found that a high child tuber- 
culosis rate went hand in hand with a high tuberculosis 
rate among adults. 

Guberch (Oct. 1924), commenting editorially on this 
investigation, sees in it a contradiction of the opinion that 
pasteurization of milk in New York has decreased the 
child tuberculosis rate. Neither the report nor the com- 
ment considers the non-fatal cases in connection with 
the question, nor was typing of bacilli done. 

The objection to the claims that pasteurization has 
reduced mortality and morbidity rates is that the declines 
in disease and deaths is in great part the result of other 
causes operating coincidentally. The objection is valid, 
to a degree. 

Winslow and Gray (Amer. T. B. Rev. Oct. 1924) attempt 
to evaluate the reductions in tuberculosis due to pasteuri- 
zation in different age groups as judged by the mortality 
reports from about forty American Cities. Among their 
conclusions are these: 

There has been a reduction of 34 per cent in fatal 
tuberculosis in children 1 to 4 years of age. 

And a 30 per cent reduction in tuberculosis in age 
period 2-29. 

They are doubtful of any reduction in tuberculosis 
due to pasteurization, in other age groups. They say

in a general way, without discussing details, that the 
claims for pasteurization as a means of reducing rates 
from other diseases are true. It is to be remembered 
that this critical study is based solely on reported 
death rates. It does not cover non-fatal forms of 
glandular, bone and joint tuberculosis. 

Pasteurization is not a perfect remedy. The Chicago 
Ordinances of 1908, in allowing choice between pasteuriza- 
tion and tuberculin testing, was a step in the right di- 
rection. It was not the whole journey. The limitations of 
pasteurization are: 

1. It is only a partial remedy. 

2. It is not always perfectly or properly controlled. 
U. S. Public Health Special Report No. 147, June 1925, 
points out some of these administrative shortcomings and 
suggests the remedy, 

3. It cannot be applied to farms or in rural village 
towns and small city milk supplies. It is not adapted to 
cities of 10,000 population and less. State-wide pasteuri- 
zation laws are merely gestures. 

-Tuberculin Testing and All That It Denotes 

The next step beyond pasteurization-or-tuberculin test- 
ing is pasteurization-and-tuberculin-testing. 

Because Chicago, beginning in 1908, found it advisable 
to offer pasteurization-or-tuberculin-testing, it does not fol- 
low that all communities starting now, 16 years later, 
should find it necessary to take the part way step. Some, 
at least, should profit by the experience of Chicago and 
New York and go the whole route—tuberculin-testing-and- 
pasteurization. I understand some cities already have. 
The farmers of the Chicago dairy district have petitioned 
Commissioner Bundesen to take it. I suggest you watch 
for Commissioner Bundensen’s reply. 

You may think the Shurtleff Act of 1911 prevents 
Chicago from taking such action. About fifty-eight Illi- 
nois towns have found a way to evade that act. They do 
it by prescribing that all milk sold in their markets must 
be produced by cows that are under Federal and State 
supervision. Legal authorities pronounce these ordinances 
valid. Legislatures in Illinois since 1915, by a series of 
acts, have in principle reversed the Shurtleff Act of the 
Legislature of 1911. There are now two bills before the

November 27, 1926 
Illinois Legislature, either or both of which May pass 
within three days from now, either of which would put a 
quietus on the Shurtleff Act of 1911. 

As an opponent of this act of 1911—an act aimed at 
the lives of the people of Chicago, but compromising the 
health of all the people who live in cities, towns and vil. 
lages of Illinois—I am anxious that the name Shurtleff 
may continue to be associated with it to serve as a per- 
petual reproach. I like to think of the pasteurization-ty. 
berculin - testing - tuberculosis eradication - herd - and - 
area - accrediting - Federal - and - State - control ag the 
American method. 


I strongly advocate the tuberculin - testing - and - pas. 
teurization features of this method whereon and whenever 
they are applicable. If vaccination proves its value, I find 
in that a new ally to be incorporated in the plan. All are 
parts of a comprehensive plan for the eradication of tuber- 
culosis. Eradication means eradication of human, bovine, 
hog and fowl tuberculosis. 

But someone says consumption is on the decline; why 
do more than we are doing? It is on the decline, Pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis has fallen from a rate of about 220 to 
about 80. The all-tuberculosis rate of Chicago fell from 
186.7 in 1908 to 82.8 in 1924. The other than pulmonary 
fatal tuberculosis rate fell from 23.7 in 1908 to 12.1 in 
1924. The pulmonary tuberculosis mortality rates of the 
United States Registration Area fell from 130 in 1912 to 
87.6-in 1921. The other than pulmonary from 19 in 1914 
to 11.8 in 1921. But, so far from causing us to stop, these 
improvements stimulated us to greater efforts. After a 
campaign of repression there comes the time when plans 
for eradication can be justified. There is where we now 
are. 

In February, 1925, the Vet. Jour. spoke editorially as 
follows: “Now that the general public is awakening to 
the white plague and to the fact that a decent proportion 
of the cases can be got rid of by a clean milk supply, it 
is for us individually and collectively as a profession, to 
press the matter on every possible occasion.” 

As a physician, a public health worker and a publicist 
speaking to this audience of people working for the eradi- 
cation of bovine tuberculosis—most of you veterinarians— 
I commend this editorial expression to you.

News From Los Angeles County Farm 


Dairy activities at the Los Angeles 
County Farm are beginning to be 
reminiscent of the days before the 
destruction of the old herd during the 
epidemic of hoof and mouth disease. 
Fresh cows are coming in milking 
up to 100 Ibs. per day, butter fat is 
rolling in and bull calves going out 
at a satisfactory rate to head some 
of the good herds of Southern Cali- 
fornia and adjoining territory. The 
first group of semi-official tests have 
just been finished. These include 
Longheath Gem Ormsby. a splendid 
two-year-old daughter of King Orms- 
by Canary Johanna with a record of 
802 lbs. of butter from 16,655 Ibs. of 
milk with an average test of 3.85. 
A very nice son of this heifer was re- 
cently sold to the McGrath Estate 
Company of Oxnard. His two near- 
est dams averaged over 850 Ibs. of 
butter as two-year-olds from 18.300 
lbs. of milk. His dam won the silver 
cup for the highest producing pure 
bred heifer in the Los Angeles Coun- 
ty Dairy Cow Contest, in which 8,400 
head were tested during the past 
year. This sale also included a pa- 
ternal brother to Longheath Gem 
Ormsby and a son of Prince Aaggie 
of Berylwood from a very nice indi- 
vidual 28-lb. cow now on yearly test. 
Mr. McGrath also selected a yearling 
son of Duke Pietertje Korndyke 
Ormsby 15th who was Grand Cham- 
pion at the Arizona State Fair and 
at three California fairs this year.

the future of its principle activity, 
tlfe National Dairy Show, seems to be 
at stake, Last spring, it will be re- 
called that following the withdrawal 
of the heavy machinery men and their 
decision to hold a separate show of 
their own, there was considerable dif- 
ference of opinion among the direct- 
ors of the National Dairy Association 
as to the advisability of going ahead 
with a National Dairy Show for 1926. 
It was decided, however, finally to go 
ahead and because of the low attend- 
ance and the loss of revenue from 
sales of exhibit space, the show proved 
to be a heavy loser financially. 
Through the good offices of the 
American Dairy Federation, which is 
a lusty child of the National Dairy 
Association, it is hoped that some 
plan can be brought forward whereby 
all branches of the dairy industry 
can unite in a comprehensive Nation- 
al dairy exposition. The executive 
committee of the National Dairy As- 
sociation, we understand, is ready to 
report plans for an enlarged National 
Dairy Show as an alternative to com- 
plete abandonment. It is expected 
also that at this meeting some action 
will be taken upon the resignation of 
Secretary W. E. Skinner, which has 
peen in the hands of President Charles 
L. Hill since last spring. It is evi- 
dent from this brief outline that the 
forthcoming meeting in Chicago will 
be one of serious interest to the en- 
tire dairy industry and particularly to 
the breeders of purebred dairy cattle. 





T. B. FREE FARMS IN MICHIGAN 


For a long time it has been known 
that poultry and swine are subject to 
tuberculosis just as cattle and 
humans are and there has been con- 
siderable conjecture but very little 
real knowledge as to the extent of 
infection and the ways in which the 
disease is spread. In order that more 
definite information might be ob- 
tained in regard to infection in these 
other kinds of farm animals a “Tuber- 
culosis Free Farm Plan,” similar to 
the accredited herd plan but includ- 
ing hogs and poultry as well as cattle 
was prepared and tried out in Hills- 
dale County, Michigan, during the 
past summer. This county was se- 
lected because of the great interest 
which the Hillsdale County Board of 
Supervisors showed in the bovine 
tuberculosis eradication campaign 
and the wonderful spirit of coopera- 
tion which the herd owners have 
shown during the time in which the 
work has been in progress. This 
work was started April 21, 1926, and 
was entirely voluntary on the part 
of the farmers. Twenty-five farms 
were selected, though many more 
were offered, as it seemed best to try 
the experiment out with a few at the 
start. Physical examination showed 
tuberculosis among the fowls on 
three of the farms. On the remain- 
ing twenty-two farms 2,676 chickens 
were tested and 84 reactors were 
found on thirteen farms. Thus, while 
sixteen of the twenty-five farms were 
infected, the disease was found on 
only three farms by physical exami- 
nation and the tuberculin test was 
necessary to demonstrate the infec- 
tion on the other thirteen premises. 
It is interesting to note that but one 
of the reacting chickens failed to 
show lesions of tuberculosis upon 
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post-mortem examination. Twenty- 
two of the twenty-five farms kept 
swine and all breeding hogs were 
subjected to the double test, that is 
both regular and avian tuberculin 
were used. 301 hogs were tested on 
these twenty-two farms and 18 re- 
actors were found on nine farms. Of 
these 18 reactors, 10 reacted to both 
tests, 7 to avian only and 1 to regu- 
lar only. In other words, 17 of the 
18 reactors showed evidence of avian 
infection. Of the twenty-five farms 
under -observation, there were eight 
upon which no evidence of tubercular 
infection of any type was found, while 
infection was disclosed among either 
the poultry or swine or both upon 
seventeen farms, or 68% of the 
premises inspected. Of the seventeen 
infected premises, eight showed avian 
infection only, four showed swine in- 
fection only and five showed both 
types of infection. 

This work demonstrated the accu- 
racy of the tuberculin test upon fowls 
when applied by a skilled technician 
and also showed that the testing of 
swine is a practicable measure.

A SUCCESSFUL COW CAMPAIGN 

Interest in dairying in North Caro- 
lina is at high pitch since the success- 
ful completion of the _ state-wide 
dairy-sire campaign conducted dur- 
ing the first eight months of the 
year. During that time 223 scrub 
dairy bulls were removed from the 
State and 350 pure bred sires were 
placed. One full transportation and 
five three-fourths transportations to 
the National Dairy Show were given 
as rewards to the six county agents 
doing the best work in the campaign. 
A full transportation was. given to 
the district agent in whose territory 
the greatest amount of work was 
done. Aside from the benefits received 
by the State in having so many pure- 
bred bulls placed, the large amount 
of educational work and publicity in 
connection with the campaign is re- 
sulting in a renewed interest in dairy- 
ing. According to W. E. Winter- 
meyer, of the United State Bureau of 
Dairy Industry, who cooperated with 
John A. Arey, State dairy specialist, 
in conducting the campaign, this is 
one of the best examples of success 
in such work in the South.

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Cow Testing Association Notes 


Minnesota reports a total of 97 
active cow testing associations now 
in operation. Eighty-four submitted 
reports for September and showed a 
total of 28,365 cows tested with 198 
herds averaging 25 lbs. fat or more 
and 980 cows above 40 lbs. fat. This 
is considerably lower than the figures 
for August. The list of high herd 
averages for each association shows 
production ranging from 44.1 Ibs. 
down to 19 lbs. The Itasca Associa- 
tion showed the highest average for 
the month, 308 cows tested averaging 
564 lbs. milk, 25.9 lbs. fat, with four- 
teen herds averaging 25 lbs. fat or 
more. 





The report of cow testing work in 
California shows that their members 
are still culling out the unprofitable 
producers in their herds, a total of 
273 being reported sold to the 
butcher in September. Several bulls 
were purchased and new members 
and improvements are also reported. 
During the month, California tested 
27,070 cows of which 4,447 produced 
above the 40-lb. mark. The largest 
number were tested in the Los 
Angeles County Association with 6,- 
785 of which 1,678 were better than 
40-lb. cows. A grade Holstein, owned 
by V. Del Fante in the Los Angeles 
Association, set the high mark for 
the month with 102.3 Ibs. fat, 1,890 
lbs. milk. The majority of the asso- 
ciation leaders were grade Holsteins. 





Cow Testing Association Studies, 
issued by the State of New Jersey, 
shows that during August, 366 cows 
in this state produced above 1,200 lbs. 
milk and 298 above 45 lbs. fat. Every 
association was led by a Holstein for 
milk production, and with three ex- 
ceptions for fat production also. Fair- 
holm, owned by Frank Castner of the 
Warren-Morris Association, produced 
2,356 lbs. milk, while E. C. Canauer, 
of the Monmouth C. T. A., had the 
high producer of fat in Brownie, a 
Holstein, with 89 lbs. fat. The Fair- 
holm cow was in third place with 
80.1 lbs. fat. The list of high herd 
averages does not list the breeds, but 
the leader is George Frommel, of the 
Monmouth Association, with an aver- 
age for his herd of 1,162 lbs. milk, 
43 Ibs. fat. The Burlington County 
Dairy Show and Picnic is reported in 
this letter. This was held on Septem- 
ber 3d and the report states that the 
two C. T. A. of Burlington County 
were largely responsible ffor its 
success. Over 1,500 people were pres- 
ent and over 100 head of cattle were 
exhibited, and noted speakers lauded 
the cow and the value of such a 
show. Much interest was manifested 
throughout the event. 





A summary of C. T. A. work in 
Idaho for September shows that eight 
associations reported 3,283 cows 
tested in 304 herds. The average pro- 
duction was 635 lbs. milk and 26.3 
lbs. fat. Three hundred sixty-nine pro- 
duced 40 Ibs. or more butterfat. The 
high herd average for herds above 15 
cows was made by the herd of seven- 
teen grade and purebred Holsteins, 
owned by J. R. Long of the Pioneer 


C. T. A., these averaging 43.3 lbs. fat, 
1,259 lbs. milk. Wm. Howell’s herd 
of twenty-one Holsteins was in 
second place with an average of 1,141 
Ibs. milk, 39.1 Ibs. fat. For herds of 
five and fifteen cows, a Jersey herd 
has a_ slight lead on the herd of 
twelve Holsteins owned by H. J. 
Groomer which averaged 41.5 lbs. fat, 
1,016 lbs. milk. D. Davis Estate herd 
of three Holsteins averaged 39 Ibs. 
fat, 1,243 lbs. milk, which was high 
for herds of less than five head. Idaho 
has discontinued the practice of re- 
porting the individual leaders. 





Beadle County, South Dakota, re- 
ports 298 cows tested in 22 herds dur- 
ing September. Two herds averaged 
better than 25 lbs. fat, these being 
both Holstein herds, twelve cows pro- 
duced more than 40 lbs. fat and seven- 
teen better than 1,000 lbs. milk. The 
leader for individual production was 
Virgo, a pure bred Holstein owned by 
E. F. Martin, whose figures for the 
month were 58.61 lbs. fat, 1,584 Ibs. 
milk. In second place was another 
pure bred Holstein, owned by Thad 
Oviatt, with 54.26 lbs. fat, 1,596 Ibs.

Edinboro Cow Testing Association 
in Erie County, Pa., has recently 
finished its fourth year of work with 
twenty-two members, nineteen of 
which were in the association the en- 
tire year. The records show an in- 
crease of 566 lbs. milk and 17.1 Ibs. 
fat per cow above the figures for last 
year. Four hundred sixty-one cows 
were in the association all or a part 
of the year and these averaged 8,710 
Ibs. milk, 317.1 lbs. fat, testing 3.6% 
fat. The average value of the prod- 
uct was $266.03 and the average vaiue 
of product above feed was $151.85. 
An average of $2.33 was returned for 
every dollar expended for feed. Thir- 
teen herds of five or more cows pro- 
duced an average of over 300 lbs. fat. 
The herd of L. W. Veit with an aver- 
age of 16.75 Holstein cows leads the 
list with an average of 413.4 lbs. fat, 
11,884 lbs. milk. Mrs. Rose Curtze’s 
herd of over 28 Holstein cows is in 
second place with an average of 373.5 
Ibs. fat, 9,862 lbs. milk. Another Hol- 
stein herd is in third place, that of 
Clair Hotchkiss, whose 19 head aver- 
aged 363.1 lbs. fat, 10,809 lbs. milk. 
The individual production records 
show that four cows produced above 
500 lbs. fat, 36 between 400 and 500 
lbs. and 113 between 300 and 400 Ibs. 
fat in the association year. The 
forty above 400 Ibs. is listed, of which 
thirty are Holsteins, the balance 
being Jerseys and Guernseys. Bula, 
a pure bred Holstein member of the 
Veit herd, heads the list with a pro- 
duction of 540.9 lbs. fat, 13,118 Ibs. 
milk. Her nearest competitor. a 
grade Jersey, is over 27 Ibs. fat be- 
hind her, while other Veit Holsteins 
are in third, fourth and fifth places. 
In all there are eight members of this 
herd on this list. 
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Dauphin County, Pa., closed its 
books on August 1 with 17 members, 
The report shows 436 Cows were in 
the association all or a part of the 
year. The association averaged 7,689 
Ibs. milk, 273.1 ibs. fat, testing 3.6% 
fat. The average value of product 
was $250.27 and the average value of 


product above cost of feed was 
$148.89. An average of $2.47 was re- 
turned for every dollar spent for 


feed. Four herds produced an aver- 
age of better than 300 lbs. fat. Aaron 
Erdman, of Elizabethville, had the 
high average, his herd of over 18 
grade and pure bred Holsteins aver. 
aging 345.1 Ibs. fat, 10,489 lbs. milk 
for the year. Individual honors went 
to a member of the Masonic Home 
herd, a pure bred Ayrshire who pro- 
duced 503.9 lbs. fat, 12,278 lbs. milk, 
with a grade Holstein member of Mr. 
Erdman’s herd in second place with 
495.5 lbs. fat, 13,101 lbs. milk. 





The first four places on the Honor 
List for Illinois C. T. A. producers 
in September are held by pure bred 
Holsteins, these being owned by E., 
A. Danielson & Son, Rock River 
Farms, W. R. Angle and A. D. Cornue, 
their productions ranging from 78 to 
69.4 lbs. fat. Pure bred and grade 
Holsteins appear consistently as asso- 
ciation leaders throughout the bal- 
ance of the list.

IOWA STATE COLLEGE LITTLE 
INTERNATIONAL 

Friday, October 29, was “Little In- 
ternational” day at Iowa State Col- 
lege. This thirteenth annual student 
livestock show, sponsored by the 
Block and Bridle Club, was even more 
successful this year than any held 
previously. One attending the show 
would be reminded of the “Interna- 
tional” held at Chicago each year, 
with the exception that dairy cattle 
* and poultry were much in evidence. 


Approximately 250 head of all 
classes of live stock belonging to the 
college were fitted and exhibited by 
students. A crowd of about 600 people 
attended and voiced their approval of 
the showmanship displayed. 

Several special features were in- 
cluded in the program. Among these 
were popular numbers sung by the 
“Four Horsemen” of W-H-O, Bankers

events. A vaudeville act was also 


staged by the Home Economics Club. 
The show was concluded by a Ladies’ 
Riding Contest with entries from the 
sororities and halls, 

The beginning of this show at Iowa 
State College was back in 1914; then 
carried on by the Saddle and Sir- 


loin Club. Later the Block and 
Bridle Club took it over and have 
had charge of it ever since. The pur- 
pose of the show is to give students 
first-hand experience in fitting and 
showing live stock and at the same 
time give the college and community 
in general an opportunity to see some 
of the state’s best live stock. 

Proceeds of the Little International 
go to help defray the expenses of the 
several live stock judging teams that 
represent Iowa State College in in- 
tercollegiate judging competition each 
year. 

Honors in all the leading dairy 
breeds of cattle were hotly contested. 
In making awards at this’ show, 
judges base their decisions on the 
improvement due to fitting and the 
showmanship displayed in the ring, 
rather than on the individuality of 
the animal. 

Each embryo showman was _ fur- 
nished with twelve feet of rope from 
which he had to fashion his own 
show halter, a piece of emery cloth and 
free access to curry combs, brushes, 
rasps and oil to put the final polish 
on horns and hide. Gunny sacks at 
the college dairy farm miraculously 
disappeared, the students using them 
for “show blankets.”
